‘‘(B) $1,500,000 for each of fiscal years 5

2024 through 2029 for an Alaska aviation safe-6

ty center based at an institution of higher edu-7

cation with instruction certified under part 61 8

and part 141 of title 14, Code of Federal Regu-9

lations, that will research safety issues in Alas-10

ka and the United States primarily related to 11

operations under part 91 and part 135 of such 12

title, develop and test interventions based on 13

such research, and disseminate the findings of 14

such research to the Federal Aviation Adminis-15

tration and interested audiences.’’. 16
